The invention concerns novel copper or silver complexes corresponding to the formula (I) below, 
with the substituents delineated as recited in the claims; and their use for gas-phase chemical 
deposition of metal copper or silver. 
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The prior art is replete with the complexes of copper (+l)(P-diketonate)(L),for example, 
USPatent 6,838,573 with the formula as shown below: 



The difference lies in the substituents on the central C atom flanked by the 2 sp2-hybridized C 
atoms, where the prior art neither teaches nor discloses these substituents. Further, as confirmed 
by SPE Cecilia Tsang (Interference Specialist), there is no interference in fact. 
Thus, the prior art does not manifestly foreshadow the present invention.
